The situation at most of the banks remains the 
same as has been already reported, but by one or 
two there has been felt an improvement in the de- 
mand for leans. The clearings for the past week 
show an increase of about 16 per cent, part of this 
is no doubt to be ascribed to the activity of specn- 
lation on the Board of Trade, but a share of it is 
attributable to a slow but sure gain in general busi- 
ness. 

The supply of paper was not large, but was 
moderately good. Applications for loans are about 
evenly divided between the mercantile, Board of 
Trade, and country customers of the banks. There 
are funds enough to go round and leave a surplus 
besides. | 

Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent ct the 
banks to regular customers. On the street, rates 
were nominally the same, with few transactions.

It seems there fea monopoly of the grain-elevating 
business in Montreal harbor. The St. Lawrence 
Grain Company finds itself unable to do business, 
thoagh offering to work at materially lower rates 
than those charged by the regular association, 
and though it obtains written orders from the 
owners and cartiers of the grain. Mr. Allan, 3 
member of the Board of Harbor Commissioners, 
is the President of the Elevating Company, which 
does all the business, as the Allan line of Seteamers 
refuses to take grain from any other estabtishment. 
Is there an Allan autocracy in Montreal? 

The season of wintér storage on grain expired 
Saturday. The legal rate is now 2c per bu for the 
first thirty days and %c per du for each succeeding 
fifteen days or part thereof, 

The call“ on grain is abolished. As they say 
on certain occasions in the Old World. The King 
is dead: long live the King!“ 

It is reported that the creditors of Mr. D. H. Lin- 
coln have ageed to settle on thé basis of 25 per 
cent. 

The Chicago produce mafkets were again excited 
on Saturday, and stronger, provisions tending de- 
cidedly upward, in sympathy with breadstuffs. The 
foreign markets were reported to be excited, prob- 
ably by the gathering of the war-cloud in the 
Orient: and the feeling was transmitted to New 
York, where holders were firmer, if buyers were 
slow, and the gold premium was quoted higher in 
eympathy. There was not much war news received 
here in addition to that furnished by the morning 
papers; but itis was generally conceded that the ex- 
citement in the English markets could scarcely 
exist without good cause. The resulting advance 
here was not so disastrous to the short interest as 
might have been expected. The shortagee had 
been pretty well settled up previously. and the 
trading seemed to be largely done on the turn, 
eo that there were few heavy losses. A fair de- 
mand existed for breadstuffs for shipment; the ex- 
citement attracting more buying orders than usual. 

The demand for dry-goods was unabated. Orders 
from the city retail trade as well as from interior 
merchants were of a Uberal character, and the dis- 
tribution of staple and seasonable goods was large 
in the aggregate. There was a steady tone to the 
market, and acheerful feeling amoung jobbers gen- 
erally. Groceries were moving freely and were 
generally firmer, the increased firmness being due 
in part to the improving demand and partly to the 
advance in the gold premium. Sugars were again 
very strong, and in response to a further advance 
at the seaboard were held an e higher. Sirups 
and molasses were firmer in sympathy. Coffees 
were held with more confidence. Teas remained 
quiet and easy. In the dried fruit market there 
eas a freer movement and a steadier set of prices. 
Fish were quoted unchanged, though a decline in 
lake fish ie looked for soon. Butter remains dull 
and weak. The daily receipts considerably exceed 
the current demand, and the tendency of prices is 
strongly downward. Cheese also is dull and droop- 
ing. No price-changes were developed in paints, 
colors, and oils, for which there is a fair and stead- 
ily improving demand. Leather, bagging, .tobacco, 
coal, and wood were again quoted unchanged, 

Hogs were active, firm, and 5@10c higher, light 
weights selling at $5.20@5.35, and common to 
choice heavy grades at $5.35@5.75.. Cattle were 
in good demand, and were firm at Friday's quota- 
tions. Sales were at $3.00@5.20. Sheep were 
nominal—none being received—at $3.75@6.00. 

The retail lumber market was fairly active at un- 
changed prices. Piece staff in cargo sold at $7. 50. 
Asmall fleet of lumber vessels is expected this 
week. Recent advices from the lumber districts 
indicate that a large quantity of logs are likely to 
be hung up this season, owing to the scarci- 
ty of water. The rivers are unusually 
low, and many dealers apprehend that. 
unless they are soon favored with frequent 
and copious showers, the supply of logs will be re- 
duced so much as to materially affect the market. 


Some dealers are now stronger in their views, and 


say they are not at all anxious to sell common 
lumber at the current yard prices. Trade in hard- 
ware, iron, and nails is good, having improved 
considerably during the past week, and there ap- 
pears to be a general disposition among dealers to 
adhere to the published list of prices. The wool 
market was unchanged, all fine grades being steady 
and salable. Hops, broom-corm, and salt were 
quiet. Seeds were fairly active, and timothy was 
a shade firmer. Hay, hides, and potatoes were 
steady. Poultry was scarce and salable at late 
prices. Eggs were steadier. 

Lake freights were in moderate demand, with no 
change in quotations, Cornto Buffalo was taken 
at Sc per bu, and to Kingston at 7e. Wheat to 
Kingston was taken at T7Me. Room was engaged 
for 28,000 bu wheat, and 250,000 bu corn.

THE TURF. 
THE ENGLISH PAPERS ARE FULL OF A RECENT 
CASE OF TURF SWINDLING 

that occurred at the Wolverhampton meeting, and 
in connection with it the sporting men are discuss- 
ing the advisability of having the Jockey Club put 
& Stop to what sre kuown as ‘‘first past the post 
bets. These are. that one party bets another that 
a certain horse will be the first to pass the winning 
post, although the animal might be disqualified 
from winning the race for various reasons. In 
the case at the Wolverhampton meeting, above 
alinded to, the circumstances were as follows: 
Thomas Warren, a farmer living near Northamp- 
ton, visited the Birmingham meeting and purchased 
a mare called Sphynx. the winner of a selling plate 
race, for $150. During the meeting he ran her in 
two races, one of which ahe won, the entrv in each 
case, however, being made in the name of Thomas 
Garner, although the latter individual had no in- 
terest in the mare. Sphynx was then taken to a 
Birmitigham stable, her tail partly removed, and 
the white hairs on her face and tail painted with 
caustic, in order to destroy her idgntity. She was 
then taken to Wolverhampton and entered in a 
selling race under the name of Glance, a bogus 
pedigree having been furnished to the Secretary of 
the meeting along with the nomination. Antici- 
pating trouble, Warren backed the mare ‘* first 
past the post,. all of which bets he received, as 
Glance came in first. The second horse in the race 
was Chorieter, and his owner, Mr. Howett, sus- 
pecting something wrong, caused an investigation 
to be made, which exposed the ewindle, Glance be- 
ing diequalified and the race given to Chorister, 

but not until Warren had collected his fret past 
the post bets. The Jockey Club resolved to pros- 
echte Warren and aman named Longlahds, who 
had participated in the swindle, for conspiring 
to defraud the race fund; to defraud 
the owner of the second horse; and to defraud the 

bookmakers with whom the bets were made. On 
ali of these charges they were convicted, and 

Lenglands was sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment at hard labor, Warren receiving asix months 

sentence. 

This, however, is but one of many diegracefal 
cases that have occurred during the past year on 
the English turf. In one instance, the owner of a 
horse called Mystery, knowing that she would be 
disqualifiea if she won, backed her, ‘‘first past 
the post, and then backed Ashfield to win the 
race, thus standing two winners fcr one race. An- 
other glaring case, and one which made a great 
noise at the time, occurred at the Croyden meeting 
last fall, when the owner of Labyrinth deliberately 
started the horse some thirty or forty pounds 
short of weight, thus making his winning 
a dead certainty, and then backed the 
horse ‘‘first past the post,” although the 
animal.was of course disqualified on returning to 
weigh. The men who engineered the Glance job 
sem to have been poor devils without friends, and 
were givon the full benefit of the law in conse- 
quence, while more notable rascals of the same 
stripe are escaping every day. 

It shows, however, that the English laws are par- 
ticularly severe against swindles of this deserip- 
tion, while in this country there is no such protec- 
tion for people who have been swindled. e en- 
tering of horses in races under assumed names is 
prac to an almost unlimited extent. A nota- 

le instance of the kind was furnished during the 
season of 1875, when one William McGuigan, who 
had been expelled from all tracks belonging to the 
National Association, took Small Hopes, an ex- 
pelied horse with a record below 2:30, and started 
on a tour through the country, entering the horse 
im three-minute and 2:40 races, and disguising the 
animal whenever ; The swindle 
was finally race near 
Boston, but as there was no law under which Me- 
Guigan could be punished he came back to his home 
in Michigan to enjoy his ill-gotten gains. This man 
gioried in his shame, and wrote a Dick-Turpin 
sort of an article to an Eastern sporiing journal, re- 
citing with great gusto the different occasions on 
which he swindled honest people by entering his 
horse, with a fast record and an assumed name, in 
slow races. He now has the cheek to set himself 
up as a candidate for reinstatement by the National 
Association, and it is highly probable that his de- 
mand will be acceded to by that collection of high- 
toned frauds tbat has for several years been run 
entirely in the interest of Eastern horsemen. 

THE FUTURE OF RARUS. 

The recent performance in California of the trot- 
ting horse Rarus, when, in his race with Goldsmith 
Maid he finished buta neck) behind the mare in 
2:16%, has given rise to considerable talk among 
horsemen, and the generaliy-expreased opinion is, 
that by aiiowing the horse to trot such a race John 
Splan, his driver, perpetrated what is technically 
known os ‘a dead give-away.” They argue that 
after this exhibition of s the horse is «uf lu 
nitely less value than before, as it will be difficult 
to obtain any bets against him in the races next 
summer, and that any attempt to dump a race 
would be promptiy met by a change of drivers. Al- 
though Rarus was known to possess a world of 
speed, it was not thought he could trot three heats 
in 2:18 or better, which feat his recent race with 
tue showed him to be capable of accomplish-

DR. J. W. FREER. 
FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral of Prof. James W. Freer took place 
yesterday morning, the services being held at his 
late residence, No. 224 Ontario street. The coffin 
containing his remains had been placed in the sec- 
ond story front room, and this and the adjoining 
room and the hallway and stgirs were crowded with 
sorrowing ladies and gentlemen. All the promi- 
nent physicians of the city were present, as were 
many of the students of Rush Medical College; 
while fully 300 non-professional friends came to 
show their love and respect for him. 

The coftin was of rosewood, with silver mount- 
ings, and the plate bore the simple inscription: 

James W. Freer, M. D., 

Died April 12, 1877, 
Aged 60 Years. 

The head of the casket was covered with glass, 
thus permittinga view tobe had of the counte- 
nance of the deceased. At the foot was a broken 
colamn of flowers, rising from a bank of hya- 
cinths, the tribute of Dr. Powell. Near by, and 
un tables adjacent, were stars, vases, banks, and 
baskets of camellias, violets, lilies of the valley. 
and other appropriate flowers—the offering of Mrs. 
James P. Peabody, Miss Latimer and others. 

PROF. 8. c. BARTLETT, 
President-elect of Dartmouth College, conducted 
the services, which consisted in selections from 
the scriptures, the wail of man atthe stroke of 
God, the prayer of man, the message given through 
Christ, and the promise of God,—a prayer, and a 

diction. 

W Bartlett said he felt as all did when an 
eminent member of a noble profession left his 
work and passed away; it was due that there be 
paid the tribute, at least of a few words, 1 — 
recognition of his function and his labor. It woul 

ill become him in that presence to attempt to utter 
what so many others knew a thousand times better 
than he—his professional skill and eminence. It 
would ill become him, in the presence of his fam- 
ily and that circle of friends who knew his char- 
acter, as it was impossible for him to know it, to 
attempt to utter their feelings and their apprecia- 
tion. But there was a lesson in his life that fairly, 
perhaps, belonged to the speaker in commoa with 
ail. hen he came to this city, twenty years ago, 
the name of Dr. Freer wae then prominent, if not 
eminent. Unfortunately, his personal ac- 
quaintance with him dated but a year 
back. Bat he had learned from others 
that Dr. Freer was a faithful worker from 
the beginning of the end, —faithful on the farm 
before he ex.tered the profession, and faithful ever 
afterwards. He earned every advancement in life. 
In everything he undertook his success correspond- 
ed with his diligence and labor, and he was known 
through the country as ane ent physiologist 
anda skillful microscopist, a his influence on 
the medical profession had been poner equal to 
that of any otherin the Northwest. e not only 
did honest work himself. but he honored honest 
work in others. He was the friend of the diligent, 
and recognized merit whenever it made its appear- 
ance. His life was characterized by an integrity, 


an uprightness, and directness—blunt, but honest 


—that left him without reproach. The 
speaker's personal acquaintance with him 
began in a sick-room, and his 
impressions of him would not speedily pases away. 
He was glad to bear testimony to his professional 
worth and services, kindlinesa, magnanimity, and 
generosity. We would thank God for the le 
an uprightand useful life,—one that could be an 
example to all and a stimulus to the children of 
this father; and thank God that we could thank 
Him for the kill of the physician. 
DR. INGALS 

said it had been announced in the papers that he 
was to pronounce an eulogiam upon the deceased. 
That was untrue. Dr. Freer needed no eulogy. He 
had written his own eulogy and erected his own 
monument in his lite. The speaker could pot add 
to it or detract from it; nor could any one. He 
stood there at the request of friends and the pro- 
feasion to state a few words of truth, not of 
eulogy, in relation to the friend and brother who 
had fallen at his — It was his good fortune 
to have known Dr. Freer a long while.

He needed not to speak 
of bim as a man. His long life in Chicago had

| good principles, — his objects were all good. Those 
| who knew him asa ministering angel in sickness 
needed to be told nothing in that respect.
